uvcrltd by the clover playing of thu 
'Varsity backs, and especially by- tlio 
strong kicking of Taylor, the Blue 
and AVhite centre half, who w.is the 
bright Ktur In the afHTnoon's play. 

Appro.xluiately 14,000 spectators 
wltnoBbod the struggle between the 
two teams, and the seating capacity 
of the stadium was taxed to the limit 
to accommodate the supporters of both 
squads who flocked frtira far and 
near that they nilRht root for their 
respecUve favorites. The big 
rootere" stand was crowded with 3,000 
rooters half an hour before the teams 
appeared on the field, and by the time 
the offtclal.s sounded the whistle that 
started the match every avallablo 
teal on thu grounds hud been filled, 
an overflow crowd had lined the fence 
three .or four, deep at each end of the 
gridiron, while all vanUge poInU on 
neighboring buildines were occupied 
by enthiialasta who were bound to 
see the nilfihty battle one way or 
another. A feature of the crowd was 
the Ladies' Rooters Club of "Varsity 
which, 600 strong, occupied the centre 
fi'eeUoa 'of the bleachers', and besides 
Joining in on all tbo yolls and souks 
of the club as a wbnic, had one or 
two special features of Its own, which 
drew rounds of applause from the 
grandstand opposite. 

Following the win, 'Varsity sup- 



porterti went gyrating across the field 
in a victory dance ; a parade was 
formed 2,000 Btrong which, led by a 
band, marched twice around the 
campus and then, as In former years, 
proceeded out through the gates and 
down Into the city, ' Victory was 
sweet to the 'Varsity supporters, who 
now look towards the championship. 

McGIll wan well represented In the 
Htands by a faithful band of about 
600 rooters, the majority of them 
graduates who bad come from distant 
parts to cheer for the Rod and ^Vhlte, 
and who could not help but look with 
a certain air of reverence upon the 
McGlll squad, as outplayed by the 
'Var.sily aKKregatlon; It fought pluck- 
ily to the last, minute 'in an effort to 
stem the tide and turn defeat into 
victory. 

Toronto was the flrBt to enter the 
Hcorlnf,' shoetf, when MacKenzie got 
in a long punt early in the first period officials was quite In order and ac 



pigskin was Jirought to the .McOlU 
fifteen yard line. Carow again went 
through to the Red and Whlto tlvo 
yard chalk mark, and on the first 
down wont over the McOill line for 
a try, which play rosulted in the 
wildest scenes of enthusiasm among 
the 'Varsity supporters. 

'Varsity's score Jotted thu McOtU 
squad Into further determined action, 
and after two successive bucks for 
yards Flanagan kicked to Breen, who 
passed to Mackenzie, and the big 
right half of the 'Varsity squad 
essayed a running kick, the pigskin 
going Into the touch at the 'Varsilty 
thirty yard line.

On the 
third down Notman bucked through 
for a try. Criticism has been levelled

On Saturday night last the Old 
Scouts* flub of McGill held Its ope'i- 
ing function of the session. This 
took tho form of a dinner at the 
Union, at which were present all the 
regular members of the club and also 
Mr. Lordly, .Mr. Russell Paterson and 
Mr. Thomas, leading men in Montreal 
Scot circles.

This course, which 
starts on- November the third, will 
Include lectures on matters of a gen- 
eral social service nature concerning 
boys, and on matters which apply 
particularly to the Hoy Scout Move- 
ment. The work will be divided into 
theoretical and practical sides, and It 
will, be of great value to all those who 
are interested in boys In general and 
Hoy Scouts in particular. 

Finally, Mr. Stiles rose to address 
the club. He first congratulated the 
club on Its existence, and. drew attei;* 
tloirio> the --fact tba^i .iUiwjis.the only 
organization of Its kind.

Ponrrs In the various buildings of 
the University and around the cam 
PUH call the attention of Kastej'n, 
Townships men to a general meeting 
of tho E. T. Club to be held in the 
Union at 6.30 Wednesday aftemotm. 

Members and prospective members 
cannot too keenly realliie the import- 
ance of this meeting. Upon Ue ruc- 
ccsB depends the triumph of the or- 
panlzation, while its failure will in 
all probability spell disaster to the 
plans of tho executive. The pro- 
gramme for the year, announced last 
week through tho columns of the 
"Dally," Is an extensive and ambitious 
one, and as such requires undivided 
and continued' support 

While each of tho minor soc'a'. 
functions projected, of Itself Invnlvee 
comparatively inslRnlflcant financial 
outlay, the ensemble will draw heav- 
ily on the funds .of the club. To 
meet this drain, the . treasury needs 
revenue. Its only source of income 
Is the membership feo of the club, two 
dollars a year. A membership of cl 
least seventy-five will not leave any 
surplus at tho end of the year, when 
uU bills have been met The dances 
and the dinner, the big events of tho 
club term, will have to be paid for by 
special levy at they occur. 

The financial aspect of the situa- 
tion is stressed, because It Is the roost 
Important point at prcEcnt. With 
funds, tbie executive can definitely 
plan a series of wor.th-whlle even- 
ings later on. Without funds, there 
Is no use building castles in the air. 

As regards the amount of time 
which will be. exacted from., every 
member of the'clQb, there seems to 
be considerable anxiety among E. T. 
men lest the executive make unrea- 
sonable demands on the students. After 
this general meeting, the only tlmo 
members will be expected to devote 
to the club will he the actual dura- 
tion of the functions, In all six or 
seven evenings during the year. And 
these funetiooE' will be so distributed 
that they will come during slack 
pe/lods In the. ackdeiplc.ses^jon, and 
on evenings, where possible, before 
light days at college. Of course, if 
It should prove necessary, there may 
be called a general meeting of the 
club at any time, but It is unlikely 
that this will happen except at the 
end of the year, when the executive 
makes its final report 
In view of the rather small Eastern

Uu the play Toronto had a decided 
advantage during the last three 
periods, while In the third' quarter 
and final Hlages of the Karao the.
